What 
is n ow k n own as the Plu m Creek 
chu rch, was sin ce the six ties the 
site cf a Methodist chu rch of 
the “Shou tin g” v ariety an d n ear­ 
by stood a school hou se k n own 
as the Bu n k er Hill school. The 
road ru n n in g sou th to Gin gs 
was n ot then open ed bu t trav el 
was ov er a road still u sed which 
ru n s n ear the famou s 
“Deep 
Mock ” in Flat Rock . 
Marion 
Hamilton h a v i n g 
bou ght the Jot Noble lan d, had 
the n ew highway open ed an d 
soon after “Kin g John ” Smith, 
then tru stee of Un ion town ship 
bu ilt the grade school n ear Gin gs 
on this road. The chu rch was 
called Waller’s Chapel, from the 
n ame of the own er of the lan d 
u pon which it was bu ilt. George 
Waller was a famou s wood-chop- 
per an d story -teller. His coon - 
tree story was a thriller. On e 
n ight in Febru ary 186 4 while 
hu n tin g alon g Flatrock , his dogs 
“treed" n ear Smelser’s Mills an d 
he “ camped” there till mo rning. 


With day light he made a su rv ey 
of su rrou n din gs an d fou n d 
large sy camore stan din g n earby , 
which seemed to be mov in g. The 
phen omen on ex cited his cu riosi­ 
ty an d 
a 
closer ex amin ation 
showed that the body of the 
tree seemed to be breathin g. 
Ex pan din g 
with 
remark able 
regu larity , when to his su rprise 
a my riad of coon s began to ev ac­ 
u ate the hollow of the tree an d 
scatter amon g the tops of the 
den se foliage which almost hid 
it from v iew. Stu n n ed by the 
won derfu l spectacle, he laid down 
his rifle an d took position where 
he cou ld observ e the ex it from 
the tree an d began to cou n t 
coon s with a rapidity that was 
startlin g. At su n rise he had 
cou n ted 76 3 v armin ts bu t man y 
got away u n observ ed an d he 
n ev er k n ew how man y remain ed, 
bu t the thin g which alway s pu z­ 
zled him, was why he wen t home 
withou t a coon , u n less it was all 
a dream. 
Waller’s story fin ds some cor­ 
roboration from my old frien d, 
John Nipp (of Moscow) who with 
his father operated the Smelser 
mille later on . He often spok e of 
the large “gu ms” they u sed in 
the mill as -gran aries,” holdin g 
some fifteen hu n dred bu shels, 
which were cu t n earby , bu t he 
failed to state how man y , n or if 
they showed coon track s.

when on the stu mp. Tellin g of 
this big tree at school earn ed 
him the title of “Sy camore Sam.”

They came 
to Adams cou n ty , Ohio, where 
they resided u n til 1810, when 
they came to Fay ette cou n ty , 
In d., an d en tered 16 0 acres of 
lan d—part of which has n ev er 
been ou t of the family down to 
John Carson ’s time. 
Leav in g Fay ette cou n ty Joseph 
Carson mov ed to Marion cou n ty , 
In d., where he died. They had 
eight children , of those, William 
was born in Adams cou n ty , O., 
an d was v ery y ou n g when they 
came to this cou n ty . In 1822 
William Carson was married to

F r o m P a g e O n e 
from barberry have been found 
7,500 feet in the air, indicating 
that barberry bushes growing in 
one county may be the cause of 
rust in another ¡county many 
miles away. 
In the fall or as soon as the 
grain begins to ripen, bla/:, 
overwintering spores are pro­ 
duced on the grains and grasses. 
These black spores, which give 
the 
disease its name 
remain 
alive throughout the winter. In 
the spring the warm weather 
causes them to germinate. 
If 
there are no common barberry 
bushes near, they die. The red 
spores which spread from grain 
field during the growing season 
will not survive the winter in the 
northern states. Therefore, loc­ 
al spreads of stem rust may be 
prevented by elminating com­ 
mon barberry bushes. There are 
many kinds of rust that attack 
many different plants, but the 
black spores of stem rust can at­ 
tack only common barberry and 
from it spread to the growing 
wheat, oats, barley, and rye. 
A tremendous amount of rust 
spreads from common barberry 
bushes to grain each growing 
s e a s o n . 
Furthermore, these 
bushes are a menace to newly 
developed rust-resisting varieties 
of small grains, as they are the 
breeding grounds for new kinds 
of stem rust.
